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1, (Amended Twice) A cytometer apparatus comprising: 

a rotating means adapted to receive and rotate a transparent cylinder along a 
longitudinal axis of the transparent cylinder; 

a light source adapted to illuminate at least a portion of said transparent cylinder 
while the transparent cylinder is being rotated by the rotating means; 

a detector adapted to detect a light signal provided by said light source and 
reflected from said transparent cylinder while the transparent cylinder is being rotated 
by the rotating means; 



determining means for determining at least one cytometric charac :^^QipY 
sample disposed in said transparent cylinder based on said light signal; abd
